Consortium, (VHS) based in 
Maynard, MA, is comprised of 
500-plus member schools from 
29 states and 34 countries.

middle school students,

Large portion of odor-producing Krochmal 
Farm located in Wilmington

TEWKSBURY Residents 
have an opportunity for more 
local control over piggeries in 
town now that a Home Rule 
Petition secured enough signa- 
tures last month to make it onto 
the Special Town Meeting war- 
rant in October. Written by 
Michelle Walsh, a member of 
the Citizens Advisory Council - 
a group that works to ensure 
communication between state 
and town departments and resi- 
dents affected by piggery odors 
- and sponsored by the group 
‘TewksburyOdor.org, the peti- 
tion seeks to protect citizens 
from problems with piggeries. 

“The group created this peti- 
tion because state law does not 
protect citizens from problems 
with piggeries and factory 
farms,” said Dave Powers, the 
creator of TewksburyOdor.org. 
“Our home rule petition would 
allow Tewksbury to require that 
‘best management practices’ 
are implemented.” 

According to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture, which 
put out a resource sheet for 
farmers, Best Management 
Practices include ways to man- 
age manure to prevent contam- 
ination of groundwater. It 
includes information on the 
timing, location and incorpora- 
tion of spreading manure on 
erop lands and calls for period- 
jo testing of soil and manure 
fésting, creating composting 
sites, installing and maintain- 
ing buffer areas, proper storage 
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of manure, preventing barnyard 
run-off, and several other items 
to protect water sources near 
farms. 

The controversy began. in 
spring 2007 when Powers began 
talking to his South Street area 
neighbors about the nature and 
prevalence of odors in the area 
which residents blame on 
Krochmal Farms. Krochmal 
has a reputation as a popular 
autumn destination for families 
that want to pick pumpkins, 
take hayrides, and participate 
in other fun fall activities, Not 
as easily visible to the public 
however is a massive building 
erected without permits a few 
years ago that houses an esti- 
mated 900 pigs over a 500,000- 
gallon basement/manure hold- 
ing tank. 

“I moved to this house from 
another one nearby about the 
time the farm put up that build- 
ing,” said Powers. He knew 
about the farm, but was 
unaware of the massive change 
to factory farming. State and 
local health officials formed a 
task force that probed into 
operations at the farm after 
residents pushed that the farm- 
ing practices changed without a 
public process, 

Powers calls it an industrial- 
ized hog feeding facility and 
notes that it, along with two 
smaller piggeries in town, is 
mere yards from residences. In 
Krochmal’s case, the building is 
200 yards from some of its 
South Street neighbors and is 
adjacent to the Sutton Brook 
Disposal Area EPA Superfund 
site. A large portion of land the 
farm uses to spread manure 
actually lies over town lines in 
Wilmington, though is -only 
accessible from :the South 
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WILMINGTON - A farmer- 
winery on Main Street? Where 
could there possibly be room 
for that? 

Owners Erin Looney and 
Susan Weis recently opened 
Vintner’s Cellar of Wilmington, 
a custom winery that produces 
and sells specialty wines and 
they say many people express 
surprise that a business on 
Main Street operates under a 
Farmer-Winery license. 

The license however is no 
laughing matter. It required a 


huge leap of faith for Looney 
and Weis because in order to 
obtain the Farmer-Winery 
license at the Federal and State 
level, they had to build out their 
Space at 335 Main Street before 
they would learn if they would 
ever be granted a license. They 
were required to build a wall to 
demonstrate a clear line for the 
production area and go through 
a rigorous process to ensure 
Federal/State guidelines would 
be adhered to. 

As reported in the Crier last 
week, Vintner's appeared 


before Selectmen to seek the 
ability to offer samples of its 
wines to customers. Limited 
sampling, the owners assert, 
will enable the winery to best 
educate and serve the cus- 
tomers. 

“The sampling is really about 
the education of the product,” 
said Weis. 

Looney asked, “Would you 
come in and buy 24 bottles (a 
batch) of wine not knowing how 
it tastes?” 

Liquor stores, and restaurants

Fred Cain inducted 


Cain recognized by New England Drag Racing Hall of Fame

WILMINGTON - Fred Cain's 
fast driving has finally caught 
up with him. Last month, he 
was inducted into the Tyrods 
New England Racers and Hot 
Rodders Hall of Fame. The 
induction ceremony was held at 
the Concord Elks on July 14. 

Well-known in Wilmington as 
an auto dealer, Fred D. Cain 
started racing in the late 1940s 
in a 1939 Ford coupe. 

Locating a racing site was 
always a problem for hot rod- 
ders. Cain and a few friends 
started racing at the Beverly 
Airport. The hot rod racers had 
permission to use one runway 
on Sunday mornings from 6:00 
to 8:30 a.m. That permission 
was rescinded, however, when 
some motorcyclists decided to 
use another runway. 

Cain's father, Fred F. Cain, 
was a partner in the Shawsheen 
Pines Airport, located at the 


time off Hopkins Street. They 
were able to use a hanger for 
mechanical work, but the run- 


way wasn't paved and it was 
too short for racing. 
Cain's neighbors on Clark

Fred Cain inducted 
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the number one hot rod guy in 
New England, Cain said. He 
was an Army veteran, having 
been a mechanic in the motor 
pool. He had a 1932 Model A 
Ford that he had made into a 
hot rod. 

Cain and Fran Bannister 
approached the Sanford Airport 
for permission to hold one race, 
Fran in the 32 roadster vs. Fred 
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in his 39 coupe. They were given 
permission to use one runway, 
but had to erect barricades at 
the end to warn pilots not to 
land there. Fran won the race. 
‘The following Sunday, 30 racers 
showed up, and the drag races 
ran at Sanford for over 15 years. 
Eventually, they were also able 
to race at airports in Orange, 
Mass. and Laconia, N.H. 

Fran Bannister collected Ford 
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flathead engines in his base- 
ment. He noticed one engine 
block had a particularly thick 
casting, so he set it aside. It 


to take this one to the extreme. 

He installed that engine in 
Cain’s Ford coupe for a break- 
in period. The first weekend, 
Cain drove to Wolfeboro, N.H., 
obeying Fran’s command not to 
drive over 50. On the return 
trip, with about 100 miles on the 
engine, Cain decided to see how 
fast it would go. When he came 
to the top of a long, straight 
hill, he floored it and let it go. 
He buried the speedometer at 
120. 

Their big adventure came in 
August, 1950, when they headed 
west to Utah, to the Bonneville 
Salt Flats, home of the world 
land speed record. It was 2,500 
miles each way, with no 
Interstate highways. 

Bannister set out in the ‘32 
roadster with his wife Penny 
and their two-year-old son 
Paul. Under the hood was a 
stock flathead V8. Cain followed 
in his ‘39 coupe. In the back 
seat space, he was carrying 
Bannister’s big-bore racing 
engine, and on the roof was a 
tripod for changing engines. 
They could change engines 
almost as easily as other people 
change shoes. 

At Bonneville people looking 
at Bannister’s roadster were 
unimpressed. It was a nice 
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roadster with a stock engine. 
Then Bannister and Cain went 
out behind the motel, set up the 
tripod and changed engines. 
When Bannister ran the flats, 
he was clocked at 127.11 mph, 
setting a record for Ford flat- 
head engines that lasted for 40 
years. One man from Peabody 
went to the Salt Flats three 
times trying to break that 
record. But he never did. 

Bannister worked for Fred 
Cain for many years. When he 
retired, he moved to Georgia. 
In 1990, at age 70, did a reprise 
of his record-setting run, clock- 
ing in at 112.199 m.p.h. 

When Chrysler came out with 
the 426 Hemi engine in 1964, the 
Cains put one into a stripped 
down sedan and began drag 
racing again. They were often 
seen at New England Dragway 
in Epping, NH. and 
Connecticut Dragway. Fred and 
his brother Bob both drove; Bob 
was inducted into the New 
England Dragway Hall of Fame 
last year. In 15 years, the Hurri- 
Cain evolved from Super Stock 
to a full-blown Funny Car. Bob 
and partner Dick Perreault 
took over ownership of the rac- 
ing car, but Fred was always 
sponsor. 

Fred’s high-speed antics are 
not limited to dry land. He has 
many stories to tell, including 
racing his boat at 175 m.p.h.

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continue to bottle wine, gradu- 
ally building a collection for 
sale on one inside wall of the 
shop. Oak barrels serve as 
tables near a fireplace built 
into one side-wall and a large u- 
shaped counter sits idle as Weis 
and Looney hope to someday be 
able to offer wine and cheese 
samplings or wine and choco- 
late samplings. Although they 
currently offer custom batches 
of wine, they hope to increase 
the number of custom designed 
wines, because wines could be 
created according to specific 
customer preferences gleaned 
from a sampling. 

Despite their common goals 
and dreams for the future of 
their business, Looney and 
Weis, both from Billerica, bring 
very different experiences to 
their new venture together in 
Wilmington. 

Weis has both a Bachelors 
and Master of Business 
Administration, has had experi- 
ence with customer service, 
human resources and market- 
ing, and is also a 
Commissioned Armed Forces 
Veteran. 

Looney has a Bachelors, 
Masters, and Doctorate of 
Physical Therapy, spent quite a 


bit of time in the 

world, worked to rehabilitate 
high-level athletes, and/has 
done a bit of marketing: . She 
also enjoys the arts and Nas a 
strong interest in graphic arts, 
which has come in handy when 
it comes to the creation offous- 
tom wine labels offered by 
Vintner's. 

However, both women have a 
love for wine and they decided 
to gpen Vintner's Cellar to 
share their passion with others. 
“We love the idea of giving cus- 
tomers the opportunity to 
expand their wine knowledge, 
try wines they may have not 
otherwise tried, and the added 
personalized touch,” said 
Looney. s 

Although there are approxi- 
mately 32 Vintner's Cellars in 
the United States, Vintner’s 
Cellar of Wilmington is the first 
one in Massachusetts. As part 
of the franchise education 
process, during the past year 
they have trained and spent a 
lot of time with other wineries 
throughout the northeast.

Financial advice for college bound students 


NATICK - Between packing 
for college, buying school sup- 
plies and recovering from 
sticker shock, parents may be 
too bogged down to remember 
to pass on some financial 
words of wisdom as their child 
leaves the nest. To help col- 
lege bound students build a 
foundation of sound financial 
habits, Better Business 
Bureau offers the following 
advice for parents to bestow 
on their freshman. 

Last year alone, approxi- 
mately two million students 
graduated from high school 
and headed to college. While 
most were equipped with bed- 
ding and books, many were ill- 
equipped on the subject of 
financial literacy. According 
to a 2007 survey by Charles 
Schwab, fewer than half of 
teens considered themselves 
knowledgeable on how to bud- 
get money (41 percent), how 
to pay bills (34 percent), or 
how credit card interest and 
fees work (26 percent). 

"College years are the time 
when many young adults 
establish habits they will 
carry with them for the rest of 
their lives and while it's 
important that they tackle 
academics, its critical that 
they also learn everyday skills 
- such as how to manage their 
money - in order to become 
successful in life," said Paula 
Fleming, vice president of 
communications and market- 
ing for BBB. "Aside from lead- 
ing by example, parents have 
an active role to play in ensur- 
ing their children are 
equipped to handle their own 
finances away from home." 

BBB recommends that 
before parents wave goodbye 
to their college bound stu- 
dents, they sit down and dis- 
cuss four key rules for manag- 
ing personal finances: 

Be responsible with credit 


cards. 

According to a U.S. Public 
Interest Research Group (U.S. 
PIRG) survey, two out of 
three college students report 
having a credit card, of which 
about two-thirds are responsi- 
ble for paying their monthly 
bill. Overall, freshmen 
responsible for their own 
cards had average credit card 
balances of $1,301. 


While having a credit card is 
an important first step for a 
college student to start build- 
ing a credit history, parents 
need to stress the importance 
of using credit responsibly. 
This includes having a mini- 
mal number of credit cards, 
paying off the balances every 
month and keeping a reign on 
spending.

Start saving money now, 
even if it's just a small 
amount every month. 

Developing good saving 
habits early on will help a col- 
lege student reap the benefits 
throughout his or her life. 
Aside from the inherent bene- 
fits of saving money, starting 
early means taking advantage 
of what Albert Einstein 
described as one of the most 
powerful forces in the uni- 
verse: compound interest. 

For example, if a freshman 
Saves $50 every month and 
puts it into a high interest sav- 
ings account or money market 
account that earns five per- 
cent interest, by graduation, 
they'll have saved more than 
$2,660 including dividends. If 
they continue to save $50 
every month at five percent 
interest, in 25 years, they'll 
have saved nearly $15,000 and 
reaped another $15,000 in divi- 
dends.

U.S. PIRG found that more 
that 40 percent of college stu- 
dents who managed their own 
credit cards had paid bills late 
or paid at least one over-the- 
limit fee. Credit card compa- 
nies often charge late fees as 
high as $40. Add to that any 
accruing interest, which can 
be upwards of 30 percent, and 
college students will quickly 
see how much can be lost by 
not paying a bill on time and 

in full.

When comparing the age 
demographics of ID theft vic- 
tims in the U.S., young adults 
between the ages of 18 and 24 
were the second highest age 
group at risk for fraud accord- 
ing to an annual survey by 
Javelin Strategy and 
Research. Javelin also found 
that, in cases where the vic- 
tims knew how their ID was 
stolen, 79 percent of the time 
it was stolen by someone they 
had contact with; therefore, 
preventing ID theft is impor- 
tant both online and offline. 
Parents should encourage 
their students to shred unnec- 
essary documents that include 
personal information such as 
social security or bank 
account numbers and keep a 
close watch over credit and 
debit cards and checkbooks.

To eat (or be fed) is one of 
life’s basic needs whether 
human or animal. As the 
PAWS’ foster moms know only 
too well, the number of hungry 
mouths to be fed do not always 
equal the food supplies on 
hand. 

Traditionally, the foster 
homes provide shelter, food, 
litter and lots of love for their 
charges, while PAWS covers 
the medical needs and any pre- 
scription food or special 
requirements such as formula 
for the orphaned kittens. 

Grateful for the occasional 
food donations from members 
and friends, PAWS volunteers 
have struggled to find a better 
way to increase the food cof- 
fers and organize and distrib- 
ute the donations to those who 
need it most. From what 
seemed like an endless dilem- 
ma came the birth of a won- 
derful offer by Caroline 
Moretti, former President and 
current foster mom for PAWS. 
Ms. Moretti generously volun- 
teered to establish the PAWS 
Food Pantry in her home. 

Last summer, PAWS volun- 
teers Christina Tomasic, Cally 
Bixby and Carol Frost, to 
name a few, designed food 
donation bins and arranged to 
place them in local grocery 


stores, These donations seed- 
ed the new PAWS Food Pantry 
which was established in 
October, 2007. Additional 
donations of food came from 
PAWS members, local pet 
stores, and the monetary dona- 
tions of friends who believed in 
the idea. 

The pantry has grown from 
giving out 25 bags of dry cat 
food and 50 cans of wet cat 
food to giving out 600 pounds 
and 150 cans of cat food per 
month. This food not only 
helps the PAWS foster moms, 
but in addition supplies elderly 
pet guardians on fixed incomes 
or individuals struggling with 
the possibility of surrendering 
pets who they can no longer 
afford to feed. The Pantry has 
even rescued the rescuer, help- 
ing volunteers who feed the 
feral colonies and other rescue 
groups when they are over- 
whelmed with homeless ani- 
mals. 

Economic issues have taken 
a toll on the once well-stocked 
food pantry.

The story of the little company that could

BURLINGTON - Got Books 
opened the doors to their Used 
Book Superstore in Burlington 
last Friday to throngs of cus- 
tomers who waited in a very long 
line to gain access to the new 
store, Once they found the books 
and other items they wanted, cus- 
tomers waited again in a line that 
wrapped around the aisles and, at 
one point, the wait to check out 
was an hour and a half. The line 
continued the entire day while 
customer upon customer waited 
patiently to purchase their trea- 
sured books. The entire stock of 
over 100,000 books is either new 
or gently used and is priced at 
90% off the regular retail price. 

While most customers have 
heard about Got Books, few know 
the story of how Got Books 
evolved. The story of Got Books 
is actually quite inspiring when 
you-learn how this young compa- 
ny, headed by a young entrepre- 
neur, got books and got its start. 

Founder and President of Got 
Books, Bob Ticehurst, was work- 
ing as an accountant when he 
joined the Marine Corps 
Reserves. While he was serving 
as a military recruiter and fire 
fighter, Ticehurst was given an 
Opportunity to purchase books at 
a considerable discount. He 
Started selling those books at his 
workplace until he got an idea to 
sell books on internet auction 
sites. 

Ticehurst (who was only 23 at 
that time) treated his venture as 
a hobby until he realized that he 
was earning more money selling 
books than he was as an accoun- 
tant. As a result, in November of 
2000, he started his own online 
book buying and selling enter- 
prise when he began selling 
books out of his parent's base- 
ment in Arlington. 

Amazon.com sales severely cut 
into Ticehurst’s online business 
until they allowed third party 
sellers like Got Books to adver- 
tise on their site for 15% of every 
sale. As one of the first sellers in 
this market, Got Books’ sales 
began to rise. 

Ticehurst now needed more 
Space to manage his rapid growth 
so he moved into a 600 sq. ft 
apartment/office in Arlington, 
hired his first employee, and 
explored additional opportunities, 
As Got Books sales soared, 
Ticehurst was recognized for his 
accomplishment and was fea- 
tured in a popular Sunday news 
Publication. As a result of the 
article, Ticehurst’s office was 
inundated with calls from com- 
munity members and non-profit 
Sroups who wanted his help to 

‘One of those calls came from 
Northeastern University who 
asked Ticehurst for help in sell- 
ing 50,000 books they had no use 
for. That successful partnership 
allowed him to use the money he 
made to expand his book selling 
business once again. 

Bolstered by some good work- 
ing capital, Ticehurst bought his 
first home where he could oper- 
ate his business. He used his 
basement for storage and ship- 
ping, and two bedrooms for pro- 
cessing areas until he outgrew 
that space and needed a real 
warehouse. 

So, in the summer of 2004, 
‘Tieehurst set out to find a ware- 
holise for his ever-expanding 

ss. He found a 6,600 sq. ft. 
butilding in Billerica (bigger than 
he required) so he leased out 
3,000. Well, it wasn’t long before 
his. business prospered again, he 
had to hire ten more people, and 
he-fook over the space he had 
previously rented out. 

‘Once again his business expand- 
ed at an incredible rate and 
Ticehurst needed more space. In 
June of 2005, Got Books opened at 
a new location at 35 Concord 
Street in North Reading. With 
19,200 sq. ft. of space, Got Books 
now had more room to both store 
aindisell books. With increased 
revabue, Ticehurst purchased 

vans to offer free pick-up 

ice to homes and businesses 

Fe the end of 2005, he had 
vans in operation. 

‘hen, in June of 2006, Ticehurst 
Gffeted cities and towns an oppor- 
tunity to host book donation con- 
tainers at public sites. This pro-

Massachusetts Recycling 
Business of the Year Award in 
2007 from MassRecycle for its 
groundbreaking efforts to find a 
better use for used books. 
Ticehurst comments, “Our mis- 
sion is to find a good home for 
used books. We want to kecp 
books out of the trash so we pro- 
vide a service to both recycling 
and libraries to find a good use 
for books and keep them out of 
landfills.” 

But Got Books expansion didn’t 
stop there. In June of 2008 the 
company relocated its main 
office and Charity Book Sale to a 
57,000 sq. ft. warehouse in 
Lawrence. Then, on August 15th, 
Got Books opened a Used Book 
Superstore in Burlington. 

Speaking with great excitement 
about Got Books’ Burlington 
store, Ticehurst notes, “When 
customers walk in the first thing 
they'll see is long rows of fiction. 
‘Things will be easy to find. This 
is one of the largest and, quite 
possibly, is the largest used book 
store in New England.” 

“All the books go to our 
Lawrence location first to be sort- 
ed and then to Burlington. 
Again, our mission is to find a 
good home for used books. It’s 
important to us’ stresses 
Ticehurst. 

Elisabeth DesMarais, retired 
Director of Tewksbury Public 
Library, has worked for Got 
Books for over a year and is the 
manager of the Burlingten store. 
DesMarais agrees with 
Ticehurst’s approach, “We try to 
make it easier for customers to 
look for books. We pay a lot of 
attention to quality control and 
we figure out the appropriate 
egory for eachhbook. We're going 
for the WOW factor when people 
walk in.” 

Another way the store is cus. 
tomer-friendly comments 
Ticehurst, “I want people to come 
in and feel comfortable so 
selected a wide variety of chairs 
so that people can settle down in 
the chair of their choice. We put 
chairs at the end of every row of 
books. Some rows even have cof 
fee tables or a sofa to lounge on.” 

While Ticehurst thought of 
many things to make customers 
comfortable in his Burlington 
store, there are many other 
aspects of the Got Books opera. 
tion that make customers feel 
warm and fuzzy about them. 

For instance, Got Books oper 
ates a Books for Troops Program 
and, in 2008, they have pledged to 
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uperstore in Burlington 


send 25,000 books to local troops 
stationed overseas. Their Books 
for Teachers program allows 
teachers to buy books at a dis- 
count for their classrooms or per- 
sonal libraries. In addition to 
those programs, every week they 
host a Charity Book Sale in 
Lawrence and give half of the 
profits to one of their nonprofit 
partners. 

Plus, Got Books often donates 
books to various in need 
like local schools and libraries, 
New Orleans relief efforts, recov- 
ering soldiers at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center and many 

more. Then, they offer special 
discounts. Veterans, and those 
currently in uniform, receive 20% 
off the purchase price every 
Thursday while teachers receive 
20% off the purchase price every 
Wednesday. 

Stepping into Got Books in 
Burlington feels more like stop- 
ping by a library. It’s so orga- 
nized. According to Ticehurst, 
“Quality is extremely important 
tous. We don't want to stock junk 
~ only gently used books. We also 
have 3,600 new and used CDs 
priced at $2 each and DVDs from 
$2 to $4 on display alone and more 
in stock. Each week we will take 
down the selections on display 
and replace them so that we can 
give the customers more choic- 
€s, 

As far as the selection goes, the 
inventory consists of: hardcover 
books, trade paperbacks, mass 
market paperbacks, Large Print 
Books, text books, DVDs), audio 
books, children's books, chil- 
dren's VHS tapes, and music CD. 
The books are sorted into more 
than 50 categories. 

For the convenience of their 
customers, Got Books has gift 
certificates available and they 
accept cash, check and credit 
cards. DesMarais adds, “The 
store is continually evolving 
We're putting together a section 
for book clubs now.” 

To say that both Ticehurst and 
DesMarais are excited about 
opening the new bookstore is an 
understatement. Ticehurst creat- 
ed Got Books out of his love for 
the written word and DesMarais 
previously served as Director of 
Tewksbury Public Library so, 
when new books arrive, they are 
like little kids in a candy store 
who really don't know what deli- 
cious treat to look at first.

Recent inductee passed away last week 


Tewksbury remembers Hall of Famer Bullock 


dnd respected graduates of 
Salem State College, were get- 
ting ready to attend a luncheon 


Salem State athletic trainer 
Bill Bullock, who was to be 
inducted into the college’s hall 
of fame. The luncheon was 
originally scheduled —_ for 
October, but with Bullock fac- 
ing his cancer, Salem State offi- 
¢ials decided to move the Class 
of 2008's big day up a couple of 
months. Now, it will go on as 
originally scheduled, with 
Bullock’s intense spirit and 
competitive nature wrapping 
some bull-like arms around the 


| @itire building. 


days after his 58th birth- 
ay, Bullock died surrounded 
by family and friends. Bill did- 
h’t lose his battle with cancer, 
time simply ran out. 

Bullock, the longtime trainer 
at Salem State College, did that 
job, and did it well, for 32 years. 
Not many guys stay in one 
Place for that long, and if they 
; there is always a good rea- 
gon: They are loved and 
tespected, and they do their 

well. Bullock was one of 
special guys. 

He was menacing from a dis- 
tance and intimidating when he 
got up close at 5’10” and a rock 
solid 230 plus pounds. But, 
when he slapped a young man 
Gn the back after treating an 
ihjury, or shook someone's 
hand, it meant something. 
Bullock was a friend for life, 
but that doesn’t mean that he 
wouldn’t compete hard and run 
through a wall to win any 
game, anywhere, You wouldn't 
‘want to mess up Bullock’s shot 
at a victory. 

Cancer could never beat Bill 
Bullock. This wasn’t just some 
‘battle’-this was a war, and 
Bullock had plenty of bullets, 
taking it to work every day 
through his treatments and dis- 
comfort that he shrugged off. 
He had a job to do, and he did 
it well, right up until time ran 
out. 

Veteran Salem State Sports 
Information Director Tom 
Roundy called back within five 
minutes to offer up some sto- 
ries about how much Bullock 
meant to his college’s commu- 
nity. “Call me if you need any- 
thing,” he said, pausing, “we're

just trying to get through the 
day.” 

Some days before he died, 
Bullock shared some birthday 
cake at his Dover, New 
Hampshire home with Salem 
State officials as hockey coach 
Billy O'Neil read his hall of 
fame induction speech. They 
got to laugh, hug, and even 
make plans for the future. Four 
days later, he was gone. 
Friends and competitors from 
Dorchester (Bullock's birth- 
place) to Tewksbury right 
through Salem State, will 
remember the ‘Bull’ who cared 
and reached out to communi- 
ties that matched his lust for 
life. Bullock was a ‘people per- 
son’ in the truest sense of what 
is too often a trite phrase. 

“He was an icon around here, 
the dean of New England ath- 
letic trainers,” O'Neil told 
Sports Editor Phil Stacey of the 
Salem News. “Bill was such a 
compassionate person, always 
willing and able to help so 
many people in so many differ- 
ent ways.” 

When Bullock was inducted 
into the Tewksbury High School 
Hall of Fame in March of 2007, 
his coach Tony Romano gave 
the speech that highlighted a 
career at TMHS that will never 
be forgotten. A career that 
featured the clearing of the 
Wilmington High School gym- 
nasium after Bullock’s compet- 
itive nature nearly started a 
battle in the stands between 
fans of the rival schools- right 
up until he helped the varsity

basketball team qualify for its’ 
first tournament since the 1938- 
39 season. 

“Bill was the classic three- 
sport athlete from the old days 
when the best athletes in the 
high school would play football, 
basketball and baseball ,” said 
Romano. “In recent years, we 
stayed in touch at basketball 
tournament time when Larry 
Kelleher (Tyngsboro High 
School athletic director) and I 
would call on him many times 
to serve as the athletic trainer 
for the semifinals and finals of 
MIAA basketball tournaments.” 

That was typical Bullock. 
People would call him and he 
would be there- every time. 
Salem State would soon discov- 
er what the people in 
‘Tewksbury already knew. 

At every stop in life, Bullock 
would treat someone, touch 
someone. This big, tough guy 
was a softie when it came to 
caring for athletes. When 
Bobby Ware was a captain of 
the Salem State hockey team, 
Bullock told him that it was 
best for him to rest a shoulder 
injury for several games. 
“You'll thank me someday 
when you're 40,” he said at the 
time. Well, Ware, who will be 
starting his first year as the 
Westford Academy Dean of 
Students, has turned 40, and got 
a chance to hug Bullock and 
say thanks before Bill died. 

With all the honors and all the 
star turns that came his way 
athletically, that moment is a 
testament to just what Bullock 


(Michael), and I also cycle 
twice a week,” said Hodge. “A 
group of us in the TriFury club 
also practice open-water swim- 
ming across Silver Lake in 
Wilmington on a daily basis. 
My training partner Jim Marsh 
from Wilmington has become a 
great friend and coach to me.”

was all about. He cared about 
people, more than any trophy 
or plaque on some wall.

Guys who are gone like 
Charlie Hazel and John 
Perreault, legends in their own 
right. And Coach Romano, who 
will always remember Bullock 
as one of the starting five on a 
basketball team that Tony says 
was his favorite, and that’s say- 


.ing a lot, considering what 


TMHS hoop squads achieved 
beginning in 1972. 


The class of 1968 


Bulloch was a member of the 
class of 1968, when the old 
Suburban League was reorga: 
nized to include Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. He played 
football for coaches Hazel 
Perreault and basketball for 
Romano, followed up by a base- 
ball season under ‘Diamond’ 
Jim Sullivan. From the time he 
was a freshman right up until 
he graduated, Bullock played 
varsity. Soon, area officials 
took notice of the burly kid who 
was playing guard for the 
TMHS basketball varsity. 

“Much has been made of our 
basketball team’s success from 
1973 until 1975,” remembers 
Romano, “but Billy was a big 
contributor and a co-captain on 
a very special team in 1967 
‘That team set up all of our suc- 


participate in the race on 
Saturday, August 24th.

cess that would follow a few 
years later. That team qualified 
under the difficult standard of 
winning 70 percent of your 
games. We went 16-4 and quali- 
fied for the Tech Tournament 
for the first time in the history 
of Tewksbury High School bas- 
ketball.” 

That first-ever TMHS team 
featured Gene Manley, Russ 
Millet, John Hazel and the 
Kevin Kelly, who died a couple 
years after graduating. “Bill 
was the high scorer with 13 
points in our 52-45 win over 
Case of Swansea in the first 
game of the tourney,” remem- 
bers Romano. “He started 
every game his junior and 
senior years, helping us to a 
record of 30 wins and 12 losses.” 

Romano also remembers that 
1967 season when Bullock dove 
for a loose ball out of bounds at 
Wilmington, getting into a ver- 
bal joust with a group of WHS 
football players in the stands. 
Wilmington police officer John 
Ritchie rushed over to clear the 
crowd. With no fans in the 
stands, play resumed as 
Bullock had given the visiting 
Redmen a big edge on the road. 
That, in a high school snap- 
shot, summed up Bullock's 
competitive nature. Never back 
down, no matter what the odds, 
no matter who was the oppo- 
nent 

There were of course, the hon- 
ors, because Bullock was not 
only a tough three-sport ath- 
lete, he was very good. He was 
selected to the Merrimack 
Valley Conference all-star 
teams in basketball and foot- 
ball (TMHS co-captain), and 
was the only unanimous choice 
for the Lowell Sun Charity All- 
Star Football Game, and then 
captained that squad, He 
earned Most Valuable Player 
honors in the Thanksgiving 
Game against —_arch-rival 
Wilmington, and then capped 
his career with the Charles E. 
Hazel Award as the high 
school’s outstanding athlete. 


A stellar collegiate career 
Bullock signed with the Lake 
County Rifles football team 
after high school, and even 
received an invitation to tryout 
with the New England Patriots 
in 1974. But, Bill knew that he 
wanted to learn about, and help 
keep athletes healthy and com- 
petitive long after their playing 
days were over. That led him to 
Plymouth State College, where 
he received his undergraduate 
degree in athletic training. 
Throughout his college days, 
Bullock kept playing football, 
two years at Dean Junior 


Along with the Lowell Mill 
City Triathlon, Hodge also 
competed in the Mooseman 
Triathlon Festival in June.

Former TMHS Athletic 
Director Mickey Sullivan knew 
the toughness and caring 
nature that Bullock personi: 
fied. “My memories of Billy 
and his family date back to 
when the Bulloch boys (Mark 
and David) were playing Little 
League baseball coached by 
their dad (Bill), Billy was the 
typical Tewksbury guy- tough, 
happy-go-lucky that loved 
every sport. He was a hockey 
player when I recall him play 
ing some youth basketball, foul 
ing anyone who got near him. 
Bill was very proud of his com: 
munity. His passing is a great 
loss for all of us.” 

“I will remember him and his 
smile,” Roundy told the Salem 
News last week. “When I'm 
feeling down and out, I'll think 
of Billy and draw inspiration 
from what he accomplished 
That's a great way to remem: 
ber him.” 

Bullock is survived by his wife 
Betty, two children (Krystal 
and James), his brother Dave, 
along with many nieces and 
nephews. That was his immedi 
ate family. His Tewksbury fam- 
ily, and his Salem State College 
family, will survive, but they 
will never forget the man they 
called ‘Bubba.’

a public process to ensure that 
permits and regulations to pro- 
tect wetlands, water, and 
human and animal health are 
maintained. 

“I think that the farming 
industry is afraid of regulation. 
All we are asking for is regula- 
tions for something that is in 
our backyards. What are they 
afraid of?” asks Powers, who 
has received advice from pro- 
farm organizations, most 
notably Farm Aid, well known 
for support of family farms and 
opposition to factory farms. 
“Good farmers don’t believe in 
factory farming, its bad for the 
environment, bad for human 
health and cruel to the animal.” 

Powers is clear that this peti- 
tion, which garnered nearly 400 
signatures in just a week, seeks 
only to regulate piggeries in 
‘Tewksbury, and would not apply 
to all farms. Further Powers, 
Walsh, and other members of 
‘TewksburyOdor have stated on 
the record many times that 
they are not trying to close the 
pig farms.

Learning to Listen

Lifting off from the Prague 
airport in February 2006, the 
loud roar of the jet engines 
didn't disturb young Mikulas 
Javorsky. He never even 
heard them. Profoundly deaf 
in both ears after losing his 
hearing at 19 months of age 
due to an undiagnosed illness, 
Mikulas, then close to four, 
left his small village in the 
Czech Republic with his 
father, Bruce Oliver, in search 
of a healthier home. 


Their destination was 
Boston and, within days after 
arriving, Oliver brought his 
son to Children’s Hospital for 
a thorough medical evalua- 
tion. Weak with anemia and 
other conditions, the physi- 
cians stabilized Mikulas and 
began a comprehensive eval- 
uation of his deafness includ- 
ing hearing tests, trials with 
hearing aids, an MRI, and 
exams of his ear canals and 
nerves. 

After the studies, Oliver 
was told that his son was a 
candidate for a cochlear

implant, an electronic device 
that once surgically implant- 
ed does not restore hearing 
but can bring a perception of 
sound to some patients. 

As sole caretaker for 
Mikulas, Oliver weighed the 
options presented to him 
There was a danger inherent 
in any surgery, he knew, and 
no guarantee it would help 
but the procedure might 
improve his son’s quality of 
life. He also reflected on the 
controversy within the deaf 
culture where some regard 
implants as unnecessary. 

“He is deaf and I always 
want him to have access to the 
deaf culture,” said Oliver. 
Still, he felt the implant 
surgery offered new potential 
“When you're making a deci 
sion about a child, it’s totally 
different. My interest was 
whatever makes Miku! 
ter,” he said. “He was very 
limited in language and he 
was frustrated.” 

That frustration was one of 
the reasons Oliver decided the 
surgery was worth the risk 
and, in September of 2006. 
Mikulas received a cochlear 
implant in his right ear. 

During such an operation, 
according to the National 
Institute on Deafness and 
Communication Disorders 


(NIDCD) website, a portion of 
the cochlear implant is placed 
surgically under the skin near 
the auditory nerve. The inter. 
nal element is later connected 
to a second, external, part of

the device worn behind the 
ear 

The entire implant con- 
tains a microphone, speech 
processor, transmitter and 
receiver/stimulator. Signals 
from the external portion are 
generated to the internal 
implant which may be recog- 
nized by the wearer as sound 
The implant does not restore 
sound, but can provide a rep- 
resentation of it 

One month after the 
surgery, audiologists activat- 
ed the implant. “The 
approach the audiologists 
took was to turn it on at a 
very low volume,” said Oliver 
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who said of his son’s reac- 
tion. “To him, it was just 
some kind of environmental 


noise.” 
Oliver wasn't discour- 
aged; While the implant 


surgery was intended to 
break Mikulas’ silence, any 
success would require years 
of progressive therapy, But 
his deafness was compound- 
ed because of other factors, 
including the previous isola- 
tion he endured in the Czech 


Republic. 
Oliver, who was born in 
Newport, Rhode Island, 


acknowledged Mikulas need- 
ed social skills to develop 
relationships in adjusting to 
an American _ lifestyle. 
Learning to communicate 
would challenge them on 
many levels and bond them 
as father and son, as well 

They initially settled in 
Middleboro to be near rela- 
tives. While there, Mikulas 
was enrolled in the READS 
Collaborative (Regional 
Educational Assessment and 
Diagnostic Services) which 
provides therapeutic and 
supportive programs for deaf 
and hard-of-hearing chil- 
dren. He began communicat- 
ing regularly in American 
Sign Language. 

Kara Chapman Ford is 
one of the speech therapists 
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who worked with Mikula 
early on through the Nortor 
Hospital Speech, Hearing anc 
Language Center. She com 
mented on the difficulties 
implant recipients can face 
and the decisions parents o! 
deaf children have to make 

“It takes hard work, com 
mitment, dedication, family 
support and carryover to have 
success With a cochlear 
implant... don’t have — the 
impression that having the 
surgery and wearing — the 
implant will make the chilc 
suddenly hear and speak 
Mikulas’ father is dedicated 
to the process of helping 
Mikulas become an oral corm 
municator and that is s« 
important.” 

Oliver did have concerns 
about his son’s oral develop 
ment. While pleased wit! 
Mikulas’ progress in READS. 
Oliver inquired about alterna 
tive programs that r 
improve his speech. “Th 
are many Schools of though! 
on how to educate deaf chil 
dren, especially those with ar 
implant,” he said

Who would have guessed 
that the funniest comedy to 
come out of Hollywood this 
summer would be a film that 
pokes fun at Tinseltown itself. 

‘Tropic Thunder’ is the 
story of four pampered movie 
stars (Ben Stiller, Jack Black, 
Robert Downey Jr, and 
Brandon T. Jackson) who are 
dumped in the Southeast 
Asian jungle to lend realism 
to the Vietnam War movie 
they're making, but the 
experiment goes very wrong 
when their director (Steve 
Coogan) steps on a land mine 
and the stars are on their own 
to face a ruthless gang of 
heroin traffickers. 

Believe it or not, it’s a 
comedy - directed by Stiller 
and written by him, Justin 
Theroux and Etan Cohen - 
and for all its raunch and 
profanity, it’s an often-hilari- 
ous send-up of Hollywood pre- 
tensions, from the fake-trailer 
opening to the Oscar-ceremo- 
ny ending.

Coarse, crude, merciless 
and often very funny, "Tropic 
Thunder" spatters the screen 
with so many outrageous 
jokes and so much merciless 
satire that it will tire you out.

Seth Rogen (who also co- 
wrote the screenplay) stars 
as Dale Denton, a process 
server who uses various dis- 
guises to serve his subpoenas 
and dates a hot, blond high 
school girl. He spends all day 
in his car and smokes a lot of 
pot. 

Running dry, he visits his 
dealer, Saul (James Franco), 
in stringy hair and pajama 
pants. Saul is a smart, good- 
natured soul who seems to 
like Dale, while giving other 
customers the brush-off. Dale 
has learned never to be 
friends with drug dealers, 
and so he keeps his distance. 
But when Dale attempts to 
serve one of his clients, wit- 
nesses a murder and leaves a 
special joint ("Pineapple 
Express") at the scene, both 
he and Saul find themselves 
in a gang war between dirty 
cops and Asian gangsters, 

The villains are more or 
less interchangeable, despite 
attempts to give them funny 
things to do or say (one, a 
large black man, shows a sen- 
sitive side, while another 
likes to go home for dinner 
with his wife). But as long as 
Dale and Saul are onscreen 
together, the movie soars. 
Franco and Rogen appear to 
enjoy a real friendship; it's a 
terrific "male bonding" pic- 
ture. As for the drugs, 
Pineapple Express unapolo- 
getically celebrates _ pot- 
smoking but also contains the 
occasional disclaimer.

ed to own books in order to 
have time to consider them 
rather than have to return 
them to the library. In 
response, Feeney supported 
the library experience, and 
spoke at length about the 
many libraries that have 
been meaningful to him 
throughout his life, starting 
with the Reading Public 
Library. 

“To enthusiastic applause,

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“TROPIC THUNDER” 
GRADE: *** 

Who would have guessed 
that the funniest comedy to 
come out of Hollywood this 
summer would be a film that 
pokes fun at Tinseltown itself. 

‘Tropic Thunder’ is the 
story of four pampered movie 
stars (Ben Stiller, Jack Black, 
Robert Downey Jr, and 
Brandon T. Jackson) who are 
dumped in the Southeast 
Asian jungle to lend realism 
to the Vietnam War movie 
they’re making, but the 
experiment goes very wrong 
when their director (Steve 
Coogan) steps on a land mine 
and the stars are on their own 
to face a ruthless gang of 
heroin traffickers. 

Believe it or not, it’s a 
comedy - directed by Stiller 
and written by him, Justin 
Theroux and Etan Cohen - 
and for all its raunch and 
profanity, it’s an often-hilari- 
ous send-up of Hollywood pre- 
tensions, from the fake-trailer 
opening to the Oscar-ceremo- 
ny ending. The big-name cast 
includes Nick Nolte, Matthew 
McConaughey, and several 
star cameos, including a 
great one by Tom Cruise. 

Coarse, crude, merciless 
and often very funny, "Tropic 
Thunder" spatters the screen 
with so many outrageous 
jokes and so much merciless 
satire that it will tire you out. 
There's hardly a part of 
Hollywood that isn't skew- 
ered, from moguls to dumb 
high-concept films to shame- 
less product placement 

Stiller plays a dim action 
movie icon whose one bid for 
Oscar glory, "Simple Jack," 
was a laughable attempt to 
portray a mental disability. 
Robert Downey Jr. is a five- 
time Oscar-winning 
Australian Method actor so 
determined to play a black 
soldier that he has undergone 
pigment therapy and refuses 
to break character even in 
life-and-death situations. 
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Jack Black is a gross-out 
comedy star with a massive 
drug addiction. Nick Nolte is 
the grizzled Vietnam vet 
whose story has inspired the 
movie. And Tom Cruise, in a 
bald wig and fat suit, is the 
obscene and vicious produc- 
er, and his performance alone 
is worth the price of admis- 
sion.

Judd Apatow teams up 
with moody director David 
Gordon Green to create a new 
genre, stoner action comedy, 
as well as what may well be 
the funniest movie of the year 
in ‘Pineapple Express’. It's 
the best drug comedy since 
Cheech and Chong's Up in 
Smoke (1978), and manages 
to be laid-back and goofy 
enough for stoners, but also 
crazy and frenetic enough for 
everyone else, 

Seth Rogen (who also co- 
wrote the screenplay) stars 
as Dale Denton, a process 
server who uses various dis- 
guises to serve his subpoenas 
and dates a hot, blond high 
school girl. He spends all day 
in his car and smokes a lot of 
pot. 

Running dry, he visits his 
dealer, Saul (James Franco), 
in stringy hair and pajama 
pants, Saul is a smart, good- 
natured soul who seems to 
like Dale, while giving other 
customers the brush-off. Dale 
has learned never to be 
friends with drug dealers, 
and so he keeps his distance. 
But when Dale attempts to 
serve one of his clients, wit- 

sses a murder and leaves a 
spec joint ("Pineapple 
Express") at the scene, both 
he and Saul find themselves 
in a gang war between dirty 
cops and Asian gangsters.

Reading resident and Boston 
Globe arts writer, entertained 
an enthusiastic gathering at 
the Reading Public Library 
talking about ‘My Library 
Life’ as part of the library's 
Helen A. Nigro Speaker 
Series, 

“Feeney used the occasion 
to respond to a quote from 
Larry McMurtry, author of 
‘Lonesome Dove’ and ‘The 
Last Picture Show, who said 
that he preferred bookstores 
to libraries because he want- 
ed to own books in order to 
have time to consider them 
rather than have to return 
them to the library. In 
response, Feeney supported 
the library experience, and 
spoke at length about the 
many libraries that have 
been meaningful to him 
throughout his life, starting 
with the Reading Public 
Library. 

“To enthusiastic applause, 
Feeney held up a battered 
and much-used Reading 
Public Library card, and oth- 
ers he has acquired over the 
years, including cards to 
Harvard University, where he 
graduated, and Brandeis 
University, where he now 
teaches. 

“"My library life began in 
Reading, he said, adding, ‘I 
cherished growing up in a 
place spelled R-E-A-D-I-N-G. 

“Feeney, 50, anda Reading 
Memorial High School gradu- 
ate, recalled the ten-minute 
walk to the ‘old’ library on 
Lowell Street, currently the 
Town Hall Annex, and the 
stop at the soda machine in 
the Atlantic Supermarket for 
Coca-Colas sold in curvy 
glass bottles and so cold that 
they contained ‘icy brown 
flecks’ 

“The library was a haven 
for me, a figurative home 
away from home, Feeney 
said. He also stated that, in 


he had never liked the old 
children’s room, a cluttered 
basement space where he felt 
‘ghettoized’ from the rest of 
the collection. 
“His dislike of the chil- 
space led him to 
browse the upstairs stacks, 
and he compared favorably 
the occasion of taking out 
books on his own card for the 
first time with his first kiss.

To qualify for SEEM, 
Mikulas had to live within a 
distriet town and that’s what 
brought them — to 
Middlesex East area.

They met and “Once she 
saw Mikulas, she had no 
doubts [about her new ten- 
ants], she was charmed,” 
laughed Oliver and they 
moved in August 2007. 
Mikulas was scheduled for a 
second cochlear implant 
surgery for his left ear in 
December and his father 
wanted to be settled in for the 


start of the SEEM 
Collaborative program at the 
Hood School in North 
Reading, 


They also explored their 
new neighborhood and one 
cloudy day, biked over to the 
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Approaching an prin 
Oliver enthusiastically 
inquired about possible class- 
es for Mikulas just as the 
weather changed to torrential 
rain. Turns out, however, the 
bad weather brought them 
good luck. The person they 
met was none other than 
Kathleen Walsh, the YMCA 
Executive Director. She 
offered them a ride home and 
learned more about their 
needs. 

“Here we had a son with a 
disability and a single dad. 
Right away there was a con- 
nection,” said Walsh of their 
chance meeting and her first 
impression of Oliver. “When 
you meet him, you see the 
unbelievable love he has for 
his son.” 

Noting that the YMCA 
offers close to $50,000 in 
scholarships just for camps 
alone, Walsh was eager to 
help, Mikulas obtained aid 
for a summer camp session 
and swimming _ lessons. 
Because he can’t get his 


‘implants wet, Mikulas has to 


remove them, but he commu- 
nicates with his teacher 
through sign. “He’s doing a 
great job with swimming,” 
Walsh said. 

The nearby Are of East 
Middlesex in Reading was 
another agency to provide 
him with recreation, first 
with cooking and then a 
Creative Movement class. 
Are Family Support Director 
Kerry Mahoney noted that 
financial support for their 
programs is provided to those 
in need, “We're a resource to 
the community and to people 
who have disabilities.” 

Certified dance instructor 
Mary Beth Trapeni of Arc 
told how the students benefit 
from her theme-based class- 
es which use music and 
sound to inspire body move- 
ment in the children, “[It’s a 
chance] for kids to express 
themselves and interact with 
one another.” For Mikulas, 
“the exposure to other chil- 
dren, this was key for him” 
she said. “He was a very 
happy child.” 

The movement class was 
held in the First 
Congregational Church in 
Reading and Mikulis and his 
father became regular atten- 
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on of the church since last 

“I especially like their 
uae school, they have a 
small teacher ratio,” said 
Oliver who is happy to see his 
son assist in church duties 
such as escorting congre- 
gants to their seats and pass- 
ing out bulletins. 

Oliver was recently hired 
by the church as the Sunday 
sexton, doing grounds keep- 
ing and during those duties 
he discovered Creative Arts, a 
local school of music, art and 
theatre that’s been in exis- 
tence 30 years and currently 
operates out of the church. 
While the school had worked 
with the Are in providing the 
movement classes, Oliver 
wondered if Mikulas was 
ready for a new challenge, 
private music lessons, 

In July, he spoke with 
Music Coordinator, Roald 
Wilson, about Mikulas. Would 
he take on a deaf student? 
What instrument would be 
best? Wilson, while not for- 
mally trained in music thera- 
py, has worked with other 
special needs students and 
was interested. Creative Arts 
made lessons possible by 
donating financial aid. 

‘To prepare for his deaf stu- 
dent, Wilson researched how 
music can be taught to the 
hearing impaired. He was 
captivated by the story of 
Richard Reed, a. musician 
who lost his hearing at age 35, 
but was able to create music 
again after _ receiving 
cochlear implants. He con- 
tacted Mikulas’ current 
speech therapist, Jennifer 
Johnson from. Children’s 
Hospital, for guidance. 

“What I came out with is 
the realization that what 
Mikulas is doing when he per- 
ceives music is really pro- 
foundly different than what a 
hearing person perceives.” 
Wilson said. 

During a recent lesson, 
Mikulas was restless like 
many six year olds, but read- 
ily sat at the piano, locating 
keys, sight reading notes and 
learning the musical alpha- 
bet. For ear training, he lis- 
tened to the major and minor 
chords his teacher played, 
identifying them as happy or 
sad. 

When asked if he likes 
playing better on the big 
piano or his small keyboard 
(his fathér bought at a yard 
sale so he could practice at 
home), Mikulas said softly, 
“They are both beautiful.” 
Wilson saw this oral response 
as positive, “He used to just 
sign.” 

At future lessons, he'll 
work to keep Mikulas’ atten- 
tion by speaking more loudly 
and making sure his new stu- 
dent is looking directly at 
him. ,“Half of learning music 
is listening,” Wilson said. He 
is pleased with his accom- 
plishments, so far. “In terms 
of progress, he’s right on 
track, he’s already learned 
three songs.”

Republic, Oliver never imag- 
ined life would change so 
much for his son in such a 
short time. Now, from cook- 
ing to swimming, camp and 
even playing music, he sees a 
whole new world opening up 
for Mikulas. 

He is progressing with his 
implants, schooling, speech 
therapy and benefiting from 
the resources of the commu- 
nity around him. But much of 
this wouldn't have occurred 
except through the sheer 
tenacity of a single father 
trying to do the best he could 
for his family and he is grate- 
ful for all the help they’ve 
received. 

“I had to dedicate myself 
to him... My thinking was to 
get him involved in the com- 
munity, get him so he could 
learn social skills and be 
comfortable and happy,” said 
Bruce Oliver. “All the doctors 
and educators say he is doing 
remarkably well.” 

Judging by the content 
smile on his son’s face as 
they sit quietly and in the 
Congregational church atri- 
um awaiting a music lesson, 
he’s a father whose devotion 
is paying off.

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was a member of four 
Massachusetts State College 
Athletics .Conference (MAS- 
CAC) championship teams and 
a senior leader on Westfield 
State’s first New England 
Division IIT championship in 
1980. 

Ina superb display of his tal- 
ents, Bosbach competed in five 
events in the 1978 MASCAC 
championships. He won the 110 
high hurdles and placed second 
in the 400 hurdles, long jump, 
triple jump and high jump. 

In addition, Bosbach had an 
inspirational effort during the 


“1980 New England Division III 


championships, when he placed 
fourth in the intermediate hur- 
dies and third in the triple jump 
despite taking only one jump 
attempt because of an ankle 
injury. 

Bosbach was an All-New 
England performer nine times 
and qualified for the 1978 NCAA 
Division III national champi- 
onships in the triple jump. He 
held school records in the triple 
jump (46-7 4) and 120 yard high 
hurdles (15.4). 

In high school, Bosbach was 
the Class B state champion in 
both the triple jump and high 
hurdles while leading Reading 
to the 1975 state team title. He 
also captured the All-State 
triple jump championship and 
placed second in the New 
England championships. He 
was inducted into the Reading 
High School Hall of Fame in 
2003. 

Concentrating primarily on 
one event, Bosbach excelled at 
even higher levels following his 
graduation from Westfield State, 
He won the 1981 and 1982 USA 
Track and Field New England 


championships at Boston 
College with triple jumps of 47-8 
and 48-4, respectively. 


In the Eastern Masters 
Championships in 1991, he was 
first in the high jump, second in 
the high hurdles and second in 
the triple jump. He competed in 
the masters indoor national 
championships at the Reggie 
Lewis Center in Boston from 
1998 to 2002. He triple jumped 
more than 42 feet at the age of 
40 in 1998 to place third nation- 
ally. He placed fifth nationally 
in 2002 with a high jump of 5-6. 

Bosbach remains active in 
track and field as the official 
starter for Lexington High 
School meets. He also has 
coached at Reading and Acton 
Boxboro High Schools, 

Professionally, Bosbach is an 
active volunteer with disabled 
sports and special needs pro- 
grams, including the Special 
Olympics and Access Sport 
America. For the past 25 years 
he has been an adaptive physi- 
cal education teacher: two years 
at Perkins School for the Blind 
in Watertown, 11 years at a pri- 
vate school in West Newton, and 
since 1997 in the Lexington pub- 
lic schools.

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Shop smart for school supplies 


There are many tips out 
there for back-to-school shop- 
ping, but some of the smartest 
advice is to get organized, make 
a list, and stock up on the 
sales/bargains you can find. 

Parents may find that school 
supplies are becoming more 
expensive, and that a wider 
array of items are requested 
each and every year.
